he National Comedy Center, the nation’s of- 

ficial cultural institution dedicated to the art 
of comedy, will honor Water Mill resident Caroline 
Hirsch and the 40-year legacy of her iconic Carolines 
comedy club, by preserving artifacts from Carolines 
on Broadway, which will be displayed in 2023 at the 
National Comedy Center’s state-of-the-art museum 
in Jamestown, New York. 

Hirsch, who founded and owns Carolines on 
Broadway, and Journey Gunderson, Executive Di- 
rector of the National Comedy Center made the an- 
nouncement on Thursday at the legendary comedy 
club. They were joined by Ross Levi, Executive Di- 
rector of I Love New York, and Tom Harris, President 
of the Times Square Alliance, as the club prepares for 
its final shows this weekend. 

Earlier this month, it was announced that Caro- 
lines will not renew its lease after 30 years of pre- 
senting stand-up comedy and will close its renowned 
Times Square location at the end of the year. 

“Caroline Hirsch has been a vital force for nurtur- 
ing comedic talent for 40 years now, and Carolines 
on Broadway has been one of the world’s most impor- 
tant venues for showcasing the art form of stand-up 
comedy, Gunderson said, adding, “Comedy material 
born and polished here went on to be the stuff of spe- 
cials and albums seen by millions — the most widely 
known comedy in our cultural consciousness was 
often born here.”

in pursuit of great art and comedy is better for it. We 
are honored to preserve Carolines’ rich legacy and tell 
this important story in our museum in Jamestown.” 

Hirsch pointed out that while her iconic venue was 
closing shop, her Carolines brand is not finished. 

“We are so proud to have provided a platform for 
such incredible talent — who have brought laughter 
to New Yorkers and audiences from around the world 
here in Times Square,” she said. “While our brand 
will continue to expand in new ways in the coming 
years, we're thrilled that the Carolines on Broadway 
story can be preserved and celebrated at the National 
Comedy Center for generations to come.”

Hochul Vetos 
Unmarked Graves 
Protection Act

ov. Kathy Hochul vetoed on December 30 a 
ill that would have protected ancient burial 
grounds from excavation in New York State, spark- 
ing outrage among the Shinnecock Indian Nation. 
The state Legislature passed in June the Un- 
marked Burial Site Protection Act, which would 
create a committee to review the discovery of an 
unmarked grave on private land during construc- 
tion and enact criminal penalties if such a discov- 
ery is disregarded without alerting authorities. 
“I recognize the need for a process to address 
the handling of unearthed remains in a way that is 


respectful of linear descendants or culturally affili- 


ated groups,” the governor wrote in her veto mes- 
sage. “However, any process that ... also involves 
the private property of New Yorkers must protect 
both interests. This bill, as drafted, does not do so.” 
The Empire State is one of three nationwide — 
the other two being New Jersey and Wyoming — 
that do not have a law in place to bridge the gap 
created in federal law, which does not address 
such discoveries on private property. The Town of 
Southampton passed a law in 2020 that creates a 
_ review process to avoid disrupting burial sites, but 
the issue remains unresolved for the rest of the 
East End, Long Island and most of the state. 
_ “After we rejected unjustified and unpalatable 
amendments to the Unmarked Burial Site Protec- 
tion Act, Gov. Hochul made the indefensible deci- 
sion to veto the legislation ... despite the fact that 
the legislature passed the bill with near unanimous 
support,” the Shinnecock Graves Protection War- 
rior Society stated. “This is yet another slap in the 
face in line with centuries of brutal settler colonial- 
ism and violent land theft. But we will persevere 
in our fight to preserve our lands from desecrating 


developers. We will continue to do what is neces- . 


sary to protect our sacred burial sites and conse- 
crated remains, which is something we’ve been 
doing since long before New York was even a state.” 

Hochul said she is working with lawmakers to 
help draft a version of the bill that addresses her 
concerns.

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Plum Island Closer 
to Permanent 
Preservation

lum Island could be a step closer to permanent 

conservation. Reporting language in the recently 
approved federal omnibus funding package expresses 
“support for the permanent conservation of Plum 
Island for the protection in perpetuity of its natural 
and cultural resources” and calls for a joint briefing to 
Congressional committees. 

“We think this is a vital step to reach our goal of en- 
suring the preservation of Plum Island. We will con- 
tinue and not stop until we are successful. This moves 
us closer to that goal,” said Scott Russell, Southold 
Town Supervisor, in a statement from the Preserve 
Plum Island Coalition (PPIC). 

In addition to historic buildings, like the Plum Is- 
land Lighthouse, and endangered wildlife, the island 
contains artifacts highly valued by the Montaukett 
Indian Nation as part of its cultural heritage. “This is 
a very important move towards the preservation and 
conservation of Plum Island, as well as the protection 
of the Montaukett people’s cultural heritage,” said 
Sandi Brewster-Walker, Montaukett Indian Nation 
executive director and government affairs officer. 

The United States government owns Plum Island, 
home to the Plum Island Animal Disease Center for 
nearly 70 years. It is expected to close this year. 

Preservationists are proposing that Plum Island be 
designated as a national monument after advocates 
successfully nixed a federal plan to auction off the 
land. The Department of Homeland Security is in the 
process of excessing the island and the Preserve Plum 
Island Coalition has been working for more than a de- 
cade to preserve it in perpetuity. 

As part of this federal omnibus legislation, the De- 
partment of the Interior, the Department of Home- 
land Security (DHS), and the General Services Ad- 
ministration have been asked to “provide a briefing 
to the Committees regarding the closure and disposal 
process for the island’s permanent conservation, the

possibility of interim ecological management, and 
options for permanent ownership of Plum Island, in- 
cluding management of and partnerships with State, 
Federal and Tribal entities, potential costs for man- 
aging the island, the status and schedule of cleanup 
and monitoring, and the procedures for a subsequent 
owner to invoke DHS’s responsibility to ensure that 
DHS’s certification that its remedial actions on Plum 
Island protect human health and the environment re- 
mains valid.” 

“The PPIC is deeply appreciative of the continuing 
commitment and support of Senate Majority Leader 
Chuck Schumer and Senators Kirsten Gillibrand, 
Chris Murphy, and Richard Blumenthal, as well as 
Representative Joe Courtney, for the permanent pro- 
tection of Plum Island, as most recently evidenced by 
the inclusion of a provision in the federal omnibus 
spending bill expressing unequivocal support for 
safeguarding Plum Island in perpetuity,” said John 
Turner, PPIC spokesperson. 

Plum Island is home to federally threatened and 
New York State-endangered piping plovers, as well as 
228 other bird species, and is the largest seal haul-out 
site in the state. Over 111 species of conservation con- 
cern have been documented on the island, according 
to PPIC. 

The state designated Plum Gut, turbulent waters 
that run between the tip of the North Fork at Orient 
Point and Plum Island, as a “significant coastal fish 
and wildlife habitat.” 

Nationally significant artifacts and historic build- 
ings, including the Plum Island Lighthouse, built in 
1869, and the Fort Terry army barracks and weapons 
batteries, built in 1897, both of which are on the Na- 
tional Register of Historic Places. 


Southampton Movie 
Theater Sale Price 
Revealed

She in August, news spread that a buyer was in 
contract to purchase the Southampton movie 
theater, which has been closed since the start of the 
COVID-19 pandemic. This week, Suffolk County deed 
transfers show that the deal did in fact close with a 
limited liability corporation buying 43 Hill Street for 


$8 million on November 16, 2022. 

Hill Street Cinema LLC has said it plans to reopen as 
the theater to show movies and to host cultural events. 

The 17,859-square-foot building sits on 2.2 acres at 
the gateway to the village business district. 

The Colonial-style movie house was built by Michael 
Glynne in 1932 as the 1,062-seat Glynne’s Southamp- 
ton Theatre. Fifty years later, United Artists Theatre 
demolished the auditorium and replaced it with a 
four-screen multiplex. A fifth screen, in what was once 
a basement dressing room, was in place until 1995. 

Regal Entertainment Group as the Southampton 4 
Theatres operated the theater last. 

The seller is listed as Southold Properties, Inc., with 
mailing being sent to Henry M. Karlin of Southold. 
The owner has been identified publicly as Ken Karlin.

here’s been much talk about Republican Con- 
gressman-elect George Santos who won in the 
November 2022 election to represent New York’s 
3rd Congressional District here on Long Island. 
Santos won by focusing on his remarkable 
resume rather than what he might do 
about the important issues facing the 
citizenry of the island. His district covers 
the Gold Coast of Manhasset, Glen Cove 
along with Huntington and a small piece 
of northern Queens. He won by 8 percent- 
age points. 
There’s been far less coverage of the Demo- 


cratic candidate he beat, Great Neck and South- - 


ampton’s Bob Zimmerman, who, as a CNN and Fox 
commentator, is well known in the Hamptons for his 
work ethic, fundraising efforts and friendly person- 
ality. He’s a supporter of charities, an accomplished 
speaker and an effective proponent of those his 
marketing firm represents. Many say he’d have been 
a great congressman. 


Why Zimmerman lost is a topic of discussion. He 
did focus on the issues. Abortion, jobs, voting rights, 
gun violence and transportation. But he never fo- 
cused on his resume. Santos did and it’s impressive. 

Born into poverty in Queens, Santos said he went 
to Baruch College and New York University (NYU), 
and after graduation worked for Goldman 
Sachs and Citibank in their finance depart- 

ments, eventually becoming partner one 
at a time in other financial institutions. 

With his newfound wealth he became 

the owner of 13 buildings in New York 

City and contributed to charitable causes 
which honored his Jewish and Brazilian 

heritage (father and mother respectively.). A 
supporter of former President Donald Trump, he 
lost four employees at the Pulse Nightclub shoot- 
ing in Orlando. He also founded a charity that held 
fundraisers to rescue puppies and dogs, eventually 
saving 2,500 of them, he said. i 

Since, as it turned out, none of what he claimed 
was true, there are many people demanding Santos 
denounce his victory and participate in a rematch 


with Zimmerman during January. 

If that happens, Zimmerman will surely focus 
more on his own heritage, which, as it turns out, is 
also impressive. 

Zimmerman was also born into poverty. The 
only son of an undocumented Mexican mother who 
lived in Friendlytown, the shabby squatter village 
in Oyster Bay (recently bulldozed down), with her 
also undocumented Ukrainian father. He became a 
child prodigy on the piano. When he was observed 
in a store at the age of 3 playing his nursery rhymes 
without instruction, a piano was found for him at 
a nearby garbage dump. He was tickling the ivories 
with Mozart and Beethoven by the age of 7. Getting 
accepted to Great Neck South High School — the best 
school in the state — because his mother cleaned 
houses for a wealthy woman in Great Neck who, see- 
ing the situation, helped out. He became the state 
champion in weightlifting as a junior, and in his se- 
nior year became inspired listening to a lecture at 
the school given by boxing’s heavyweight champion 
George Foreman. As a result, Zimmerman, on his 
own, designed the wildly popular George Foreman’s 
Lean Mean Fat-Reducing Grilling Machine, which 
made a fortune for Foreman — and won early recog- - 
nition as an inventor for the young lad. 

After college at Yale, where he was Valedictorian 
(and fencing champion), he did his doctoral work in 
science at MIT and finance at Wharton, after which 
he founded Uber, PayPal, JetBlue, AirBnB and U- 
Haul. Joining the Air Force, he went off to war in Af- 
ghanistan, saw action as a colonel, and then, coming 
home, joined Lockheed to design the stealth bomber. 
Still hungry for knowledge though, he went to Har- 
vard Law School and after passing the bar, becarne 
the attorney who organized the Me Too movement, 
then led the team at the Livermore Lab in California 
developing the new form of electricity called Fusion. 
(The breakthrough came in mid-December.) 

In spite of all this, Zimmerman remains humble. 
In his new book Humility he discusses his two big- 
gest, but until this date, never-revealed failures. Ev- 
eryone knows that Neil Armstrong was the first to 
land on the moon. What has been kept secret until 
now however, is that 12-year-old scientific genius 
Zimmerman was also secretly on that trip. His job 
was to parachute down and set up landing lights on 
the airstrip where Armstrong was to land. Zimmer- 
man had designed these lights, and they had worked 
during a test, but on that day, when Zimmerman 
pulled the switch, they failed to turn on, and so were 
never mentioned in the triumphant report written 
later about that fateful day. 

Zimmerman also underestimated the line of 
expensive shopping centers and stores that today 
mark an exclusive part of Northern Boulevard in 
Manhasset. When he first proposed it at age 17, he 
called it the “Miracle Half-Mile.” However, when 
others changed the name to the “Miracle Mile,” he 
asked that his name be taken off the project, which 
it was. s es 

The time that Zimmerman almost became pope

ess than 24 hours after Ukrainian 

President Volodymyr Zelensky 
steps off a U.S. Air Force jet to deliver 
his historic address to Congress, an- 
other plane carrying another man on 
a mission from Ukraine touches down 
on American soil. 

Like Zelensky, the man can’t fly di- 
rectly out of Ukrainian airspace. The 
skies are too treacherous and most 
of the country’s airports have been 
reduced to rubble by Russian mis- 
siles. He makes his way by car from 
the battle-ravaged capital city of Kyiv 
to Budapest, Hungary. His journey 
continues onto Paris and then to JFK 
International Airport. 

Jeff Beri, founder and principal of 
No Dogs Left Behind, an international 
nonprofit that fights for global animal 
welfare laws and provides emergency 
response on the front lines of some 
of the harshest regions of the world, 
lands in his hometown at 11 p.m. lo- 
cal time, two nights before Christmas 
Eve. 

Beri, who grew up on the Upper East 
Side of Manhattan and Cedarhurst, 
Long Island, isn’t flying alone. He’s 
traveling with “Uki,” a gray and white 
terrier with attentive ears and one of 
those dog faces that’s as much human 
as it is canine. 

Uki has been through hell. Before 
being rescued by local animal activ- 
ists, he’d been chained to a fence in 
the Ukrainian city of Sumy for several

days, helpless to do anything but cower 
as an intense firefight, including tanks 
and heavy artillery, raged around him. 

Uki is doing much better now. After 
parting ways with Beri and spending 
the night at the airport for medical 
clearance, he’ll be on his way to his 
new home in Bonita Springs, Florida, 
his adoption already arranged through 
No Dogs Left Behind’s ever-expanding 


. network. 


When Beri walks off the plane at 
JFK, he’s hard to miss, even without 
Uki in tow. He’s a tall, formidable 
looking middle-aged dude with a pro- 
pensity for hugging people he’s never 
met before. He’s sporting a black base- 
ball hat, a black sweatshirt and black 
pants, all of which are festooned with 
the bright red and white No Dogs Left 
Behind logo. 

“When I’m out there, I wear my col- 


ors,” he says. 

Even after many hours of interna- 
tional travel, Beri is still juiced with 
leftover adrenaline from 10 days spent 
helping animals in and around the 
front lines of a war zone. 

Just a few days earlier, he was trav- 
eling through the port city of Kherson 
in a three-truck convoy with local vol- 
unteers to deliver massive sacks of dog 
and cat food to hard-hit towns in the 
region. His escorts included two “An- 
gel Heart” soldiers — Ukrainian fight- 
ers who had defended Kyiv in the ear- 
liest stages of the invasion. The Angel 
Hearts’ sole mission on that day was to 
keep Beri alive. 

For eight months, Kherson had been 
occupied by the Russian Army, and 
had only been recaptured by Ukrai- 
nian forces in mid-November. The 
city was just. beginning to re-emerge, 


’ settling back into some of its pre-war 


rhythms. But it was devastated — and 
it was still a target. 

“Out. of nowhere, there was this 
boom. -A missile landed 10 or 15 me- 
ters from us,” Beri recounts, getting 
more animated as his adrenaline kicks 
back into overdrive. “The front wheels 
of the truck came off the ground and 
the sulphur cloud spray from the blast 
shot through. Our driver turned the 
truck around and it was literally 100 
miles an hour back in the other direc- 
tion... that was way too close, man.” 

Leaving JFK at alittle past midnight, 
Beri is driving north on a rain-slicked 
section of the Van Wyck Expressway. 
The Van Wyck can be a tricky road in 
bad weather, but it’s definitely not in 
the same danger universe as a supply 
route in Kherson, Ukraine. He relaxes, 
shifts into manager mode and gets 
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granular about his organization’s rai- 
son d’étre. 

Beri has now logged two trips to 
wartime Ukraine. His first trip, ar- 
ranged with crucial political and lo- 
gistical support from an anonymous 
patron he met at a summer fundraiser 
in Bridgehampton, was four months 
earlier, where he focused his efforts 
in the city of Hostomel, northwest of 
Kyiv. 

“Rescuing and evacuating dogs like 
Uki — that’s sexy, that’s the money 
shot,” he explains. “Rescues are what 
bring in a lot of our funding. But 
they're not the thing that Ukraine 
needs the most.” 

Beri’s assessment of the situation on 
the ground in Hostomel led to a multi- 
pronged, pilot program. The first step 
involved securing access and lining 
up local security, transportation and 
animal volunteers. Logistics in place, 
Beri’s team began by supplying thou- 
sands of pounds of pet food across the 
region. His team then implemented an 
ongoing system to spay or neuter stray 
dogs and cats as well as family pets. 
The animals were also vaccinated 
against rabies and other major dis- 
eases. Strays were fitted with ear tags, 
micro-chipped and logged in an inter- 
national database to help measure the 
success of the program. 

“I'm feeding them, I’m sterilizing 
them, I’m vaccinating them, I’m track- 
ing them,” Beri explains. “In four 
months, we've stabilized the stray 
population with 75 percent effective- 
ness in Hostumel. It’s monumental. 
The government is thrilled. The last 
thing they need is stray animals pro- 
creating out of control and hitting the 
street with infectious diseases.” 

Building on his organization’s suc- 
cess in Hostumel, Beri is currently 
securing funding and support, and 
making plans to expand the program 
to other regions across Ukraine. 

Formed as a non-profit in 2017, No 
Dogs Left Behind is funded solely by 
donations. In addition to its recent

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The 10 Most Expensive Hamptons Home Sales of 2022

W: the arrival of 2023, let’s take a look back at 
the year that was in real estate. It was by ho 
means a dud when it comes to the uber luxury real 
estate market, but it was not quite as extraordinary as 
2021, which saw the largest sale in Hamptons history 
at $118.5 million. By comparison, the priciest sale in 
2022 was $84.5 million. However, 2022 did set some 
records, including the highest price ever paid for a 
non-waterfront property in the Hamptons. 

Check out which transactions made the top 10 list of 
confirmed sales as of December 31. Behind the Hedges 
will update its list online if the Suffolk County deed 
transfers later reveal any other sales closed that fit the 
top 10 biggest sales of the year. 

1) 153 Lily Pond Lane, East Hampton | $84.5 
million 

The 2022 year started with a big deal. Ron Perel- 
man, the embattled chairman and chief executive of 
MacAndrews & Forbes, which most notably oversees 
Revlon, sold this village estate on January 6, 2022. So- 
theby’s International Realty’s Harald Grant listed the 
8.5-acre property, one of Perelman’s two East Hamp- 
ton estates, for $115 million over the summer of 2021. 
The buyer was listed only as 153 LPL LLC. 

2) 160 Ox Pasture Road, Southampton Vil- 
lage | $70 million 

The Linden Estate, on the market for the 
better part of a decade, sold in November 
for $70 million — the highest price ever 
paid for a non-waterfront property in 
the Hamptons. Grant and Tim Davis 
of the Corcoran Group co-listed the 10- 
acre property and Davis also represent- 
ed the buyers, who paid slightly over the 
last asking price of $69.95 million. Juergen 
Friedrich, a former executive of Esprit, and his 
wife, Anke Beck-Friedrich, who owned it in a holding 
company’s name, were the sellers of the traditional- 
style manor house with its recognizable red-tile gam- 
brel roof that spans 18,000 square feet. The Friedrichs 
purchased the Linden Estate for about $8.5 million in 
2002. There is no word yet on who the new owners 
are. 

3) 1080 and 1100 Meadow Lane, 
Southampton | $66.25 million 

The two contiguous oceanfront properties on Bil- 
lionaires Row sold for a combined $66.25 million, 
which Hedgerow Exclusive Properties, which brokered 
the deal with Grant, called the most expensive land 
trade in Southampton. The 2.4-acre vacant property 
at 1100 Meadow Lane officially went for $32.5 million 
on June 30, while the 4.5-acre property with several 
structures on it at 1080 Meadow Lane traded on July 
22 for $33.75 million. They were bought by different 
entities, Southampton Oceanfront LP and Dunes De- 
velopment Partners LP respectively. The combined 
asking price had been $78 million. Though they were 
once offered as a 14-acre compound for $150 with.a 
neighboring property at 1116 Meadow Lane, the latter

A contemporary-style oceanfront home on a

5) 1116 Meadow Lane, South- 
ampton | $48 million 
Once part of the estate mentioned 
earlier that belonged to Sillerman, who 
held an interest in Elvis Presley’s Grace- 
land and was the founder of the electronic 
dance music company SFX Entertainment, 
this property sold first on June 17. Grant also 
brokered this deal, which was for a 3.65-acre property 
with a 12,000-square-foot house on it, built in 2010, 
and 200 feet of oceanfront. 
6) 35 Potato Road and 543 Daniel’s Lane, 
Sagaponack | $46.5 million 
These two parcels sold in May but went into contract 
in March before officially coming to market for $48 
million. Two oceanfront acres with a 5,200-square- 
foot home with 250 feet of direct ocean frontage at 35 
Potato Road sold for $34.5 million. The vacant two- 
acre property to the north at 543 Daniel’s Lane, one of 
the last undeveloped parcels that close to the beach, 
sold for $12 million. Christopher Covert and Chris 
Coleman of Compass repped the seller and Hedgerow 
brought the buyer. The properties had been owned by 
former Johnson & Johnson chairman and CEO, the 
late James (Jim) E. Burke, and his wife, the late phi- 
lanthropist Diane (Didi) W. Burke, along with Burke’s 
sister, the philanthropist Phyllis Davis.

Hamptons’ history, according to Hedgerow Ex- 
clusive Properties, which brokered the deal with 
Christopher Covert of Compass. The six-bedroom 
house is situated on 4.1 acres, records show. A 
neighboring lot of just under one acre in size was 
also part of the deal. 

8) 11 Beach Plum Court, Amagansett | $42 
million 

Hedge fund manager Adam Levinson sold his 
newly built modern Napeague home for $42 mil- 
lion, in an off-market deal on April 28. It is believed 
to be the biggest deal in Amagansett’s history. While ~ 
the seller was listed as a limited liability company, 
online records connect it to Adam Levinson, the 
managing partner and chief investment officer for 
Singapore-based Graticule Asset Management Asia, 
and his wife, Brittany Levinson. The new owner of 
the Hamptons home was veiled under an LLC called 
BPC 11. It was unclear who brokered the deal. 

8) 10 Tyson Lane, Amagansett | $37. 125 
million 

Oceanfront properties-belonging to Helmut Lang, 
the Austrian designer and artist, were sold for a 
combined $67.5 million, making it one of the top 
three biggest deals of 2022. We placed it at num- 
ber eight on our list because the properties were 
sold to different people. The 1.6-acre parcel with 
three outbuildings on it at 10 Tyson Lane sold for 
$37,125,000 on March 25, while 8 Tyson Lane, a 
1.1-acre property, went for $30,375,000 on March 
24. The Wall Street Journal reported in May that 
two neighbors, Howard Marks, the billionaire co- 
founder of Oaktree Capital Management, and John 
B. Hess, the CEO of Hess Corp., were the buyers 
respectively. 

9) 199 Coopers Neck Lane, Southam 

Village | $32.2 million 

The Atterbury Estate, which underwent a massive 
renovation, sold on May 26 for a total of $32.2 mil- 
lion. The residence, set on three acres, was owned 
by David Walentas, the real estate investor who de- 
veloped Dumbo in Brooklyn. He and his late wife, 
Jane Walentas, bought the home in 2019 for $11.9 
million to restore it to its former glory.

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Why It’s Troubling That Artificial Intelligence - 
Created This Cover (with Human Prompts)

4s era of AI art — digital paintings, drawings 
and photographs created by artificial intelli- 
gence — is upon us. Who could have imagined a 
time when an attractive, vibrant piece of “original” 
art could be created simply by typing a few words 
into a computer? And at what cost? 

This week’s Dan’s Papers cover art, featuring a 
version of the Montauk Lighthouse, feels in large 
part like many other covers we’ve published over 
the last 35 years, starting with Elaine de Kooning’s 
painting on our September 11, 1987 issue. Hun- 
dreds of artists have since enjoyed the pride and 
recognition that comes with displaying their work 
on our cover, but in a world where computers can 
now produce art based on a few keystrokes input- 
ted by a human, what does that mean for the art- 
ists who once spent hours, days and weeks toiling 
in their studios to create similar images? 

While Dan’s has never had to pay the artists who 
make our covers, it’s clear to see how this growing 
trend could provide a company in need of artwork 
and illustrations with an easy way to circumvent 
the hiring of trained professionals in order to save 
money and time, and simply play around with 
a few word combinations to get something that’s 
“good enough.” 

Artists all over the world are not happy about 
any of this. Some could argue these artists are just 
whining about the effects of nascent technology on 
their business, but the issue is more complicated 
than that. The moral and ethical implications are 
quite real, and their rage feels justified. 

Learning how AI art is made is a key part of 
understanding the controversy currently swirling 
around its use. 

Without getting into a lot of technical jargon, 
the user experience works like this, at least for me 
creating this Montauk Lighthouse cover image: I 
logged on to NightCafe Studio (nightcafe.studio), 
hit the “Create” button and selected one of five cre- 
ation methods, each using a different algorithm. 

I selected the latest generator, called the “Stable” 
text-to-image AI art algorithm, designed to create 
coherent pictures that follow the laws of physics. 
From there, I typed “Montauk Lighthouse,” chose 
the “Anime” style — one of 28 available style op- 
tions — and then hit “Create.” Less than a minute 
later, I had a slightly different version of the im- 
age that now graces the cover of this newspaper, at 
the cost of half a credit (from the initial 5 credits 
NightCafe gives users for signing up). 

After some consultation, we decided the waves 
should be larger since this is supposed to be Mon- 
tauk in winter, so I used “Evolve This Creation” and 
added “large waves” to the original prompt, leav- 
ing me with the final image you see on our cover. 

What happens on the computer side is of far

greater import. When the AI gets a prompt, it digs 
into a massive data set, pulling from billions of im- 
ages online and assembling those images based on 
the inputs to create an acceptable final result. The 
problem with this comes down to the images the AI 
uses. Among these images are billions of people’s 
personal photographs, copyrighted artwork and 
every other piece of visual data spread across the 
internet — and they’re used without permission. 

Some of the most popular AI programs, like the 
ones that create those artistic avatars popping up 
all over social media, even offer filters based on 
specific artists’ work. It’s not a surprise that art- 
ists, who are showing direct comparisons of their 
work against strikingly similar AI creations, feel 
concerned and violated. 

Popular YouTuber Sam Yang, of Sam Does Art, 
explains all this quite succinctly in a video called 
Why Artists Are Fed Up with AI Art. “If you’ve 
shared your work online, or even images of your-- 
self, your house, your environment, you might 
have been included in these data sets,” Yang points 
out, adding, “The moment we share them online, 
we've opted in to the system. If your work so much 
as exists online, it will be found, and it will be used 
in a piece of AJ art.” 

Sooner or later, I imagine the millions of AI- 
generated pieces will also end up incorporated into 
these data sets at some point, and AI will begin 


’ basing its art on other AI art, further laundering 


content away from its original source, and leaving 
us with a trove of watered-down work that will all 
begin to look the same. 

All this said, creating AI art is a lot of fun. I’ve 
quite enjoyed playing with various long, convo- 
luted text prompts and evolving images based on 
added text, but I’m careful not to call this my own 
art, nor would I attempt to sell it as such or submit 
it to a contest, like Jason Allen did with his Al- 
generated piece, “Théatre D’opéra Spatial,” which 
earned first place in the Colorado State Fair’s Digi- 
tal Art category last fall and helped bring criticism 
of, and conversation about, AI art to the fore. 

There is, of course, a place for using AI, but it may 
take some time to find the best way forward, where 
it’s helping the art world, not harming the livlihood 
of individual artists. Within its own bubble, a site 
like NightCafe Studio offers fun, themed contests 
and gives users credits for submitting work, voting 
for others in daily challenges and achieving mile- 
stones, such as getting your first piece to land in 
the top 20% with voters. But it would be a bit de- 
lusional for so-called “AI artists” to take full credit 
for the things they create using these tools.

The apples in the mix 
include Idared, Granny Smith, Gold 
Rush, Pink Lady, Braeburn, Mutsu 
and Jonagold, and may be served 
chilled or mixed into a negroni, mar- 
tini or cocktail of your choice. It also 
pairs well with sashimi, ramen and 
other delicious Japanese dishes. Other 
alternatives include spicy Mexican or 
Latin cuisine meals and hard cheese. 

Chef's dinners are back at Sen Res- 
taurant in Sag Harbor. The restau- 
rant sees the events as “opportunities 
to let our chef’s creativity come out 
and manifest in delicious ways.” Host- 
ed by Jesse Matsuoka, co-owner of 
Sen, each course is introduced by the 
respective brewer, chef or farmer, such 
as when Wolffer Estate winemaker 
Roman Roth regaled patrons with how 
Sen and Brooklyn Kura teamed up to 
create a sake.

Originally owned 

by an Anglo-Dutch sugar con- 
sortium and worked by en- 

slaved Africans, indentured 

and paid Native American 

and European laborers, it 

has played an ever-changing 

but always important role in the 
culture of food. In the last two cen- 
turies it was an Enlightenment-era 
farm and then the country estate of 
one of America’s first food industrial- 
ists, Professor Eben Norton Horsford, 
inventor of baking powder and the 
father of modern food chemistry. In 
the 21st century, -it became the non- 
profit Sylvester Manor Educational 
Farm, which is dedicated to bringing 
sustainable agricultural practices back 
to Shelter Island. It has opened an on- 
line farm store for the winter, selling 
eggs and special breakfast boxes.

Nick & Toni’s inter- 
pretation, Blondes Have More Fun, 
features Barr Hill Vermont Gin, Bar 
Hill Tomcat Gin, Salers Aperitif, Bor- 
gogno Bianco Vermouth, Bitter Truth 
grapefruit bitters and one grapefruit 
peel. 

Elaia Estiatorio in Bridgehamp- 
ton offers a Greek Feast Menu, which 
serves the whole table for eight or more 
people. The largest package includes 
Greek salad, all five spreads, choice 
of four appetizers, choice of four main 
dishes and chef’s choice dessert. 

Few restaurants have as elegant of a

Something to Wine About: 


2018 Brut Rosé from 
Priest Ranch Wines

A bottle of bubbly is an integral 


art of many celebrations. 
Looking ahead to your special 
occasions for 2023, what bottle 
should you pop open? 

That depends on a lot of things. 
One, your budget. Two, those who 
will be enjoying it with you. And 
three, of course, is taste. 

If $60 fits into your budget, you 
may want to consider the 2018 
Brut Rosé from Priest Ranch 
Wines. This is an extremely dry 
blush sparkling wine from Napa 
Valley California. The tasting 
notes describing the color in 
the glass as salmon do not do it 


justice. It is a stunning pink and 
really just a shade more vibrant 
than salmon, almost a jewel tone. 
There is strawberry fruit on the 
nose, but what’s truly striking is 
how exceptionally clean the nose 
is, due to being aged 24 months 
in stainless steel. Depending on 
one’s palate, this intentional ab- 
sence of oak can be celebrated by 
its exceptionally pristine flavor. 
There is more strawberry on the 
nose than on the palate. The fla- 
vor on the palate is predominant- 
ly lemon and apricot with very 
light, clean notes of shortbread. 
Again, the finish is extremely 
dry with good acidity. The wine 
is crafted in the traditional mé- 
thode Champenoise where the 


second fermentation occurs in 
the bottle. This wine will pair 
beautifully with your appetizers 
and seafood. 

If you prefer to save a bit of 
money and are looking for some- 
thing a bit less dry, you might 
want to consider the array of 
wines from Piper Sonoma, re- 
tailing in the $20 range. A quick 
budget tip, without sacrificing 
quality: To space out the expense 
while still pouring some wonder- 
ful wines, have a bottle of 2018 
Brut Rosé from Priest Ranch 
Wines on hand to greet guests at 
your 2023 parties, and also have 
a few bottles of Piper Sonoma 
wines to drink throughout the 
evening.

Troubleshoot and Correct Problems 
For example, white stains in the bricks 

of the chimney can be a sign of too much 
moisture due to leakage. 


Consider Safety Precautions

away from the hearth as possible, make sure : 


you’re using the proper tools to clean the 
fireplace, and never leave a fire unattended.

Harbor’s Fabulous — 
Female Impersonator 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


he art spectrum is vast — some 

artists paint, others sing and a 
small but growing number of them 
perform in drag. Daniel Orellano, 
more commonly known as Danny 
Ximo or RaffaShow, has been hon- 
ing his art of female impersonation in 
Sag Harbor for over a decade, and has 
become an iconic diva to fans of Our 
Fabulous Variety Show (OFVS). 

From his childhood in Argentina, 
Ximo felt an “artistic fate within my 
soul,” he says. As a boy, he would put 
on imaginary TV shows for his dog, 
performing as the charming host 
Ximo, a character he invented. “I knew 
I was different in the sense that I did 
things that other boys didn’t do,” he 
says, admitting to playing dress up in 
his mother’s clothes. 

When a teenage Ximo was get- 
ting into theater in 1996, his teacher 
asked if each student wanted to use 
their birth name or a stage name, and 
“that’s when Danny Ximo was born,” 
he explains. His first memory of per- 
forming onstage was in Peter Pan as 
Captain Hook’s right-hand man, Mr. 
Smee. 

From there, he got the opportunity 
to be a part of a unique project to sup- 
port an Argentinian zoo. Students 
would create a TV show that taught 
families about animals, and that con- 
cept would be developed into the play 
Waku Waku: The Musical Comedy 
at the Metropolitan Theatre on Bue- 
nos Aires’ Corrientes Avenue. For his 


songwriting efforts and work on the 


production, an 18-year-old Ximo was 
paid $4,000. 

“Sometimes when I look back on 
that moment, I’m impressed how cre- 
ative I was to work on this big produc- 
tion,” he says, adding that one of the 
songs used, “How Come?” he wrote 
when he was 9. : 

On an educational trip to New York 
to see The Wizard of Oz in Spanish, 


Ximo had the words of his mother _ 


echoing in his mind: “Things here (in 
Argentina) aren’t good. If you think 
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about being an actor or performer, 
you might as well think about doing 
something while you're there, because 
there’s no future for you here.” Ximo 
knew his mother was right. The econ- 
omy and political situation weren't 
ideal in his home country at the time, 
and an acting career there seemed 
implausible. In December 2020, he 
moved to the U.S. 

“What doesn’t kill you makes you 
stronger. Although it hurt, I decided 
to stay here and legalize myself in the 
States,” he says. Setting up his new life 
in Sag Harbor, he acted on the side at 
first, while working hard and saving 
up money. His dedication to his role 
as the Waterfront Beauty Salon and 
Barbershop receptionist would pay off 
in promotions to manicurist, waxer, 
hair stylist and finally owner over 20 
years. 

He’s best known as the starring 
diva, RaffaShow, in numerous OFVS 
shows, and in the recent Winter Vari- 
etal After Hours Diva Cabaret on De- 
cember 10, he introduced his partner 
Robbie Volkel’s diva, Miss Nina, to the 
world, alongside the third member 
of the Siren Sisters, Rusty Nails aka 
John Mesina. 

“Everything now seems to be very 
nice toward me — owning the (sa- 
lon), having a nice partner and good 
friends, doing whatever I want, and 
although my artistic phase was on 
standby for a while, now I can do. my 
performances every now and then,” 
Ximo says, noting that some of his 
performances have moved individu- 
als in really profound ways. “You 
never know how you can touch some- 
body’s soul or how helpful you can be 
just performing in a way that makes 
people feel invited and welcomed.” 


When did you begin to dip 
your toes into drag? 

My friend Arlene Furer used to own 
The Cigar Bar for several years be- 
fore I met her. I would dress up as a 
woman for Halloween, and she knew 
that I was a performer and used to be 
an actor. We had been friends for a 
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long time. One day, she decided to in- 
troduce some entertainment besides 
the bar itself — where people went to 
smoke cigars and drink —. (because) 
she wanted to have some kind of at- 
traction,” Ximo explains. “And she 
proposed, “How about you, a perform- 
er who I’ve seen in drag, do a drag 
show?’ At first, I was like, ‘Are you out 
of your mind? Let me ask my friends 
and partner what they think. I mean, 
I will do it, but I need some extra sup- 
port.’ I went back to my partner and 
friends, and they were like, ‘Oh, why 
not? Are you. getting paid? Of course 
you should do it.” 

In 2008, we started to do the Raf- 


faShow. The name “RaffaShow” 
comes from an Italian singer I like, 
her name is Raffaella Carra. “Danny 
Ximo” is for onstage, but this one is 
a different persona so I had to come 
up with a new name. That’s how “Raf- 


faShow” became the name of my 


daughter. That’s how it started, and it 
was a hit ... a total success. I was on 
the front page of a local newspaper as 
Marilyn Monroe with the (headline) 
“Boys Will Be Girls.” 

I was with Arlene at The Cigar Bar 
for two years, then through a friend I 
moved to SkyBar, which is what Page 
is now in Sag Harbor, and I did several 
years there. 
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RAFFASHOW — 


_ When did your partnership 
with Our Fabulous Variety Show 
begin? 

_ Then I met up with Anita Boyer and 
Kasia Klimiuk, the directors of Our 
Fabulous Variety Show, in 2011. At first, 
they proposed for me to-be part of the 
group, because they wanted talent. They 

didn’t know about me doing drag. ... 

_ Then we did a Christmas show... with 
the number “Sisters” (the reprieve per- 
formed by the two male leads of the film 

White Christmas). ... It’s not full drag, 
but they were nervous to ask me to do 
this. She was like, “Would you be able to 
do the number when the boys imitate or 

_ mock the sisters?” And I was like, “Yes, 

as a matter of fact, I do drag,” ... 

That's how everything got started. 
It would be me, the host, and then we 
decided to include the kids in my num- 
bers. I do things with respect and with 
love. I always say this: Although I’m 
in drag, I don’t define myself as a drag 
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queen, but as a female impersonator. 
I think drag queens can be more sexy 
and sometimes a little more obscene. 
Not all but some of them. It’s no big 
deal, I don’t get offended. ... 

Kasia and Anita are great and say I 
can do whatever I want. I’m in charge 
and the producer of the drag section, 
they leave it in my hands and know 
that I’m not going to do a strip tease 
onstage. It’s a family-friendly show. ... 
The kids are amazing. I’ve known all 
of them from little kids, and some of 
them are teenagers already. The level 
of respect they have for me, for Raf- 
fa, for the RaffaShow in general, us 
queens, and they know Robbie is my 
partner. It’s really a family-friendly 
place, OFVS. 


So drag has always been more 
of a performative art form for 
you, not a way to explore your 
gender? 


I think I mentioned wearing my 
mother’s clothes when I was a kid, 
and my mother being cool with it, but 
it was never a matter of “I need to be 
a woman.” It’s fun. In the beginning 
when Arlene proposed this, I was a 
little shocked, like maybe I could get 
confused about it, but we're talking 
about 2008. If you think about it, it 
wasn’t that long ago but it was so much 
more different from now. Now there 
are drag queens all over the place, 
shows and TV shows, but then was 
a little different. But I never thought 
about becoming a real woman. ... 

Somebody gave me a compliment 
after one of my shows: “I love how you 
play your femininity whén you're on- 
stage.” And that’s why I say I’m a fe- 
male impersonator, because I’m try- 


‘ing to imitate everything — except my 


voice. Sometimes I try to fake it, but I 
don’t like it. Everything else is acting, 
every single move. ... I can be in drag 
in the dressing room and I’m still be- 
ing me, but then I get onstage and 
it’s like a magic touch,.and I become 
something different. My femininity 
comes through my pores, but I’m very 
conscious that it is a stage thing. It’s 
not like I would like to be like that. It 
is a lot of work between the makeup, 
hiding your thing and high heels — 
it’s something that I definitely will not 
choose to do every single day. ... 

But I really, really enjoy it. It be- 
came my therapy. It is funny, the first 
time I did Tina Turner, I was going 
through a breakup with one of my 
partners ... and I just used Tina to 


release whatever I had within myself, 
whether it was anger or sadness, I was 


just shaking it off, literally. It’s very 
therapeutic. 


How would you like to see the 
East End drag scene develop? 

We definitely need more action 
here. I’m always looking for oppor- 
tunities for myself and for others. ... 
Bella Noche does the same things I do 
and as readings for kids, as well. She 
goes to the edge of sexiness, and I feel 
very identified with her and would 
like to do something with her eventu- 
ally. On the East End, nowadays it’s 
the three of us — Rusty Nails, myself 
and Miss Nina — and I know Bella 
came to do a reading in Bridgehamp- 
ton this summer, but there’s not much 
offered. It would be great to expand 
it, and I would love to see drag queen 
shows pretty much every day or week- 
end, like a destination. It’s huge all 
over the country, even in the middle 
of the country. ... 

Also, Our Fabulous Variety Show 
has workshops, and we're going to 
have a drag queen makeup work- 
shop with kids and whoever wants 
to come. Weve going to introduce 
it little by little. We’re not necessar- 
ily going against the flow but with all 
things that have happened that are so 
anti-drag queen, anti-gay, we’re try- 
ing to ... encourage people to support 
us.

MISS NINA, RAFFASHOW AND RUSTY NAILS WITH THE OFVS WINTER VARIETAL AFTER 
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Soccer Legend and Longtime East 
Hampton Resident Pelé Has Died at 82

elé, the Brazilian soccer phenom 

who won a record three World 
Cups (in 1958, 1962 and 1970) and 
was among the sports world’s great- 
est legends from the last century, 
died Thursday, December 29 after a 
monthlong hospitalization. He was 
82. 

‘A longtime Hamptons resident, the 
iconic athlete and king-of “the beau- 
tiful game” had been receiving treat- 
ment for colon cancer since 2021, but 
the medical center where he had been 
hospitalized said he died of multiple 
organ failure caused by his cancer. 

Pelé entered the hospital on Novem- 
ber 29 to treat a respiratory infection 
exacerbated by COVID-19, and while 
it was originally reported that his 
health had been improving, things 
took a turn for the worse. By Christ- 
mas Eve, December 24, his family had 
gathered to be with him and say good- 
bye at Albert Einstein Hospital in Sao 
Paulo. 

He was gone five days later, leav- 
ing a hole where his outsized persona 
once lived, but his indelible legacy will 
remain. 

The soccer star became a Hamptons 
resident in 1979, when, at near the 
height of his fame, he bought a water- 
front home on Waterhole Road in the 
Clearwater section of Springs, East 
Hampton for $156,000. 

He spent nearly 40 years here, en- 
joying summers in Springs, upgrad- 
ing and expanding the house over 
the decades, before selling for $2.85 
million in August of 2018 — scoring 
another huge win at age 77. By then 
he was spending most of his time in 
Brazil, but his absence was still felt 
by fans and those who had gotten to 
know him locally. 

During his time here, Pelé played 
in the East Hampton Artists & Writ- 
ers Charity Softball Game, adding 
his name to the often-repeated list of 
vaunted figures who graced Herrick 
Park with their presence at the his- 
toric game. 

In 1982, he sat for world-renowned 
East Hampton artist Elaine de Koon- 
ing, who painted portraits of him 
at her home and studio on Alewive 
Brook Road in Northwest Woods. The 
Smithsonian Institution’s National

Portrait Gallery in Washington, D.C. 
chronicles the sitting as part of their 
Catalog of American Portraits, forever 


- memorializing Pelé’s place in Hamp- 


tons history. 

According to the National Portrait 
Gallery, an East Hampton Star re- 
porter who witnessed the sitting quot- 
ed de Kooning on the day: 

“Pelé is not a studio man. Obviously 
his action is outdoors,” de Kooning 
told the Star, adding, “The light is per- 
fect today — as if it was washed by last 
night’s rain. And the sunlight filtering 
through the trees makes interesting 
patterns on the scene — sort of a ges- 
ture of nature.” 

And in September of 1990, Hamp- 
tons TV station WVVH caught him 


during a photo shoot on Clearwater 


Beach, holding.court and being gen- 
erous with onlookers in his dapper 
white suit. 

“Pelé changed everything. He trans- 
formed football into art, entertain- 
ment,” Neymar, a fellow Brazilian soc- 
cer player, said, reacting to his death 
on Instagram Thursday. “Football and 
Brazil elevated their standing thanks 
to the King! He is gone, but his magic 
will endure. Pelé is eternal!” 

Born Edson Arantes do Nascimen- 
to, in the small city of Tres Coracoes 
in the interior of Minas Gerais state 
on October 23, 1940, Pelé grew up 
shining shoes to buy his modest soc- 
cer gear. 


He went on to become widely re- 
garded as one of soccer’s greatest 
players, and spent nearly two decades 
enchanting fans and dazzling op- 
ponents as the game’s most prolific 
scorer with Brazilian club Santos —_ 
the Brazil national team. 

Pelé’s grace, athleticism and mes- 
merizing moves transfixed players 
and fans. He orchestrated a fast, fluid 
style that revolutionized the sport — a 
samba-like flair that personified his 
country’s elegance on the field. 

He carried Brazil to soccer’s heights 
and became a global ambassador for 
his sport in a journey that began on 
the streets of Sao Paulo state, where 
he would kick a sock stuffed with 
newspapers or rags. 

Different sources, counting differ- 
ent sets of games, list Pelé’s goal to- 
tals anywhere between 650 (league 
matches) and 1,281 (all senior match- 
es, some against low-level competi- 
tion). In all, Pelé played 114 matches 
with Brazil, scoring a record 95 goals, 
including 77 in official matches. 

He later found his way to New York, 
and eventually the Hamptons, when 
he joined the New York Cosmos of 


~ the North American Soccer League 


in 1975. Despite being 34 years old 
and past his prime, Pelé gave soccer 
a higher profile in North America. He 
led the Cosmos to the 1977 league title 
and scored 64 goals in three seasons. 
On the field, Pelé’s energy; vision

and imagination drove a fast, fluid 
style that exemplified “O Jogo Bo- 


- nito” — Portuguese for “The Beautiful 


Game,” which became the title of his 
1977 autobiography, My Life and the 
Beautiful Game, making the phrase 
part of soccer’s lexicon. 

Pelé ended his career on October 1, 


‘1977, in an exhibition between his two 


former teams, the Cosmos and San- 
tos, before a crowd in New Jersey of 
some 77,000 fans. He played half the 
game with each club. 

His fame was such that in 1967 fac- 
tions of a civil war in Nigeria agreed to 
a brief cease-fire so Pelé could play an 
exhibition match in the country. He 
was knighted by Britain’s Queen Eliz- 
abeth II in 1997, and when he visited 
Washington to help popularize soc- 
cer in North America, it was the U.S. 
president who stuck out his hand first. 

“My name is Ronald Reagan, I’m 
the president of the United States of 
America,” the host said to his visitor. 
“But you don’t need to introduce your- 
self because everyone knows who Pelé 
is.” ok 
Pelé’s life after soccer took many 
forms. He was a politician — Brazil's 
Extraordinary Minister for Sport — a 
wealthy businessman, and an ambas- 
sador for UNESCO and the United 
Nations. He had roles in movies and 
soap operas and even composed songs 
and recorded CDs of popular Brazil- 
ian music. 

As his health deteriorated, his 
travels and appearances became 
less frequent. He was often seen in a 
wheelchair during his final years and 
did not attend a ceremony to unveil 
a statue of him representing Brazil's 
1970 World Cup team. Pelé spent his 
8oth birthday isolated with a few 
family members at a beach home. 

Pelé would endure difficult times in 
his personal life, especially when his 
son Edinho was arrested on drug-re- 
lated charges. Pelé had two daughters 
out of wedlock and five children from 
his first two marriages, to Rosemeri 
dos Reis Cholbi and Assiria Seixas 
Lemos. He later married business- 
woman Marcia Cibele Aoki. 

He was predeceased by his younger 
brother, Jair Arantes do Nascimento 
“Zoca,” who died, also of cancer, at 
age 77 in March of 2020.

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Congressman Nick LaLota: A Lifetime 
of Service Continues to Congress

: Ries a young age Nick LaLota heard the calling 
to serve his community and country: first as a 
Navy man, later as a local elected official, and, as of 
January 3, asa member of the 118th Congress. 

Chosen by the voters to represent New York’s First 
Congressional District, LaLota succeeds former 
Congressman Lee Zeldin in representing the East 
End. In a fierce campaign, LaLota was challenged 
in the primary and in the general election. Suc- 
cessful in both pursuits, LaLota secured over 55% 
of the vote in NY-01 on November 8, and has been 
entrusted with the duty of representing 700,000 
hardworking Long Islanders. 

“My campaign was focused on solving the tangible 
quality-of-life issues hurting Long Islanders — the 
cost of inflation, government overspending and a 
weak American energy policy; national security 
issues like the open border allowing criminal traf- 
ficking, fentanyl and drugs to flood our communi- 
ties; and restoring accountability and integrity to 
Washington, D.C.,” he says. “I believe my message 
and commitment to working across the aisle to help 
all Long Island families resonated with voters, who 
are affected daily by these important and avoidable 
issues.” 

Nationally speaking, Long Island’s congressional 
races were largely considered a bellwether for the 
political tides of the country. Republicans domi- 
nated elections on Long Island, especially in Suffolk 
County, which now returns a wholly Republican 
congressional delegation. 

“The Republican House Majority can thank the 
focus New York Republican candidates’ campaigns 
maintained on the economy and public safety for 
the success we had on Election Day,” he says. “From 
the top of the ticket to those running for State As- 
sembly, we all had a boost from our collective ap- 
proach to the common-sense issues hitting voters in 
their wallets and our commitment to stopping the 
flow of fentanyl and restoring public safety.” 

For LaLota, though, public service is not just a ca- 
reer, but a way of life. Raised by a family with police 
and military roots, LaLota secured one of the few, 
coveted appointments to the United States Naval 
Academy. After attending the prestigious institu- 
tion, LaLota became a U.S. Navy surface warfare 
officer. 

Throughout his military career, LaLota would 
serve in various leadership capacities, namely as as- 
sistant operations officer on the USS Curts and as 
a tactical action officer on the USS Carl Vinson. He 
would be. awarded a Joint Service Commendation 
Medal for his efforts in the Global War on Terrorism. 

LaLota would rise to the rank of lieutenant before 
his honorable discharge from the U.S. Navy in 2007. 

“Through the campaign I talked about putting 
service over self and this was our way of life in 
the Navy,” he says. “I am optimistic that the many 


incoming members from both parties who have a 
professional military background come in with a 
slightly different perspective than some of our more 
partisan colleagues and an eagerness to work across 
the aisle to get the job done for our constituents and 
the nation as a whole.” 

Upon his return to civilian life, LaLota would 
maintain his commitment to serving his commu- 
nity. He was chosen to assist in various positions for 
elected officials, first, as a chief of staff to a member 
of the New York State Senate. In this capacity, he 
would direct legislative initiatives, oversee constitu- 
ent services and conduct community outreach. 

As a force in local affairs, LaLota would transition 
to local government. Serving as the influential and 
high-profile commissioner of the Suffolk County 
Board of Elections, he assisted in streamlining ac- 
cess and securing election integrity. 

Most recently, LaLota served as the chief of staff 
to the Suffolk County Legislature. Here, he would 
advise the presiding officer of the Legislature on 
various local matters. With in-depth knowledge of 
the inner workings of government, LaLota assisted 
in crafting a $3.7 billion budget that prioritized the 
taxpayer while offering outstanding services to Suf- 
folk’s 1.5 million residents. 

“Having a working knowledge of federal, ail, 
county and village government will certainly be an 
asset to our residents and local municipalities,” he 
says. “And while the new district lines are expansive, 
I ... am very much attuned with local and county- 
wide issues and have a network of local governmen- 
tal colleagues I can collaborate with on the ultimate 
goal of how to best serve our residents.” 

In 2013, LaLota was appointed to the Amityville 
Board of Trustees. He would then successfully run 
for election and re-election in 2014 and 2015, re- 
spectively. During his tenure in this elected capacity, 
LaLota prioritized village services for the locality of 
10,000. He would serve as the chairman of the Vil- 
lage Committee to the Police Department and the 
chairman of the Committee to the Fire Department. 

Throughout his chairmanship of these commit- 
tees, he bettered the local quality of life by tackling 
issues of public safety. He would lead a push to in- 
crease the number of uniformed members of the 
Amityville Police Department. He would also in- 
crease funding for first responders and fire services 
by 40%, refurbishing multiple ambulances and en- 
abling volunteer firefighters to be equipped with the 
lifesaving gear they need to do their jobs. 

“Public safety is a basic necessity,” he says. “All 
Long Islanders should have a reasonable expecta- 
tion of living in a safe neighborhood, which is why 
we must work with, support and respect the role of 
law enforcement so they can most effectively serve 
and protect our communities. We need to talk about 
our border when discussing public safety, because 
the porous border is the root of many public safety 
issues we are facing; the open border is a national

security issue and it must-be closed before we can 
reasonably tackle the immigration, human traffick- 
ing and drug crises.” 

Throughout the campaign, his district was the fo- 
cus of much political punditry. Despite this, LaLota’s 
message of lower taxes, energy independence, se-

cure elections and defense of the constitution clearly- 


resonated with the voters. 

“This was a hard-fought campaign but I ran to 
serve all residents of the First Congressional Dis- 
trict, even if they didn’t vote for me, and I hope to 
gain the confidence of those who voted for my oppo- 
nent through good, honest work to get results for our 
residents,” he says. “I am committed to my promise 
of working across the aisle to improve the lives of all 
Long Islanders.” 

Now, though, is where the real work begins. 


It is clear that LaLota is determined to hit the 


ground running. He has already identified respected 
and qualified community members to be part of his 
staff. LaLota, like all members of Congress, will 
open an office in the Capitol, and an office in dis- 
trict, to serve asa community resource. 

“We are working on a permanent setup that in- 
cludes an accessible flagship office near the highway 
in the Hauppauge area with satellite office hours 
in two locations more accessible to East End resi- 
dents. Due to the previous NY-o1 flagship office in 
Patchogue now being redistricted out of the district, 
we are temporarily taking over the previous NY-03 
flagship office at 478 A Park Avenue in Huntington 
that is now located in NY-01,” LaLota says. 

The congressman says he will “get to work on re- 
storing American energy independence.” 

“One of the root causes of the skyrocketing prices 
of wholesale and consumer goods is a failed energy 
policy that limits American energy production 


while putting a heavy reliance on our geopolitical 


adversaries for energy and items of basic necessity. 
I know American energy independence has biparti- 
san support because of the reception this idea got at 
“Meet the Candidates” forums in our communities,” 
LaLota says. 

And, while the U.S. Capitol may be 317 miles away 


from Southampton, LaLota pledges to keep the. 


needs of East Enders his main focus while serving 
in Congress.
